crop failures, constituted a national emergency, while the unemployntent 
situation, aggravated by the loss of purchasing power in the west, was 
more acute than ever. 

As a result of this condition Mr. Bennett informed Parliament that a 
huge sum of money would be necessary in order to provide the relief re- 
quired. How large a sum he did not attempt to estimate, but took the un- 
usual step of asking for a “blank cheque’; in other words, any amount con- 
sidered necessary with no limit whatever imposed. Parliament authorized 
the issue of such a cheque. 

Unquestionably there is dire need for large expenditures for relief. They 
must be provided. No Canadian is prepared to see a fellow citizen suffer for 
lack of food, clothing, shelter or fuel, not to mention the possibility of dying 
from starvation or freezing to death. But while there are thousands of such 
wholly deserving cases, there are many people who can get along without re- 
lief assistance who will look upon the expenditure of large amounts of pub- 
lic money as just so much “easy” money and will be out to get their share 
of it. 

Right at the outset it would be well if each and every Canadian taxpayer 
would get the fact firmly established in his mind that this is not “easy” 


money; that it is in reality the hardest kind of money,—borrowed money on} 


which he will have to pay interest probably to the end of his days. It is his 


money and it is in his own interest, therefore, to see that not one dollar is, 


wasted or unnecessarily expended. 

It perhaps cannot be too often stressed that there is no magic source of 
money supply for governments, and, further, that governments are but com- 
mittees of management administering what belongs to the people.

{t is the result of years of breeding 
various strains of grasses to pro- 
vide a variety which will be better 
than any other for fodder purposes. 
Prof. BE. L. Kirk, formerly of ‘the 
University of Saskatchewan, and now 
Dominion Agrostologist, has been re- 
sponsible for developing this Brass.
